Kansas Wins NCAA 


by Cordner Nelson 

Lincoln, Nebraska, June 13— Decimated by injuries, illnesses, and 
mishaps, the 38th annual National Collegiate Athletic Association championships 
nevertheless provided outstanding competition and four meet records. Bill 
Easton's powerful Kansas University team used brilliant individuals and reliable 
depth to win the team title. 

Burly John Lawlor, a pink-cheeked ex-Dublin policeman, led off the rec- 
ord-breaking with a 207'5"" meet mark in the hammer trials on Friday. New 
Mexico sophomore Dickie Howard shattered the 400 meter hurdles record with 
50.6 in the first event on Saturday. A third record fell to Paul Whiteley of 
Kansas State Teachers, who pattered impressively through a 13;59,1 3-mile. 
The only regularly-contested record to be touched was a 13.6 tie in the high 
hurdles by Hayes Jones, who also ran the 220 lows in 22.5 around a curve but 
lost a world record because of excessive wind aid in the home stretch. 

Jones, a junior at Eastern Michigan, was the only double winner, but he 
barely beat Charlie Tidwell for that honor, nipping the Kansan by mere centi- 
meters in the low hurdles after Tidwell had won the 100 in a wind-blown 9, 3. 
Kansas captain Ernie Shelby equalled Tidwell's 18 points by scoring in three 
events. Other high point men were John Macy of Houston and Bob Poynter of 
San Jose with 16 each, and Willie May of Indiana with 12. 

The horde of Kansans, clad in bright blue and brilliant pink, put on an 
all-out effort to win their first title, and theirs was a smashing 73 to 48 victory 
in spite of San Jose's great second-place showing. San Jose saw Ray Norton 
disqualified in the 100 
Kansas’ well-deserved triumpn required unexpected points by Jim Londerholm 
(6) and Bill Tillman (8), near-miraculous luck with the sore leg of Shelby and 
the sore elbow of Bill Alley, and Norton's failure. 

Shelby was the only one of eight defending champions to repeat. Most of 
the others, plus several assorted stars, lost through an odd series of 
misfortunes, Details below, in an event-by-event report, listed in order of 
competition:

Tidwell 22.6 on Turn

Boulder, Colorado, June 19 & 20— Four AAU meet records fell and the 
Southern California Striders won an overwhelming team victory in a meet which 
served mainly as the Final Trials for the two international meets this summer. 

One American record (unofficial world record) fell, to Charlie Tidwell 
in the 200 meter low hurdles. His 22.6 bettered his own curve record of 22.7 
set last year over the 220 yards distance. Other meet records were Al 
Oerter's 186'5" in the discus, Parry O'Brien's 62'2}" in the shot, and Dyrol 
Burleson's 3:47.5 for 1500 meters. 

Shocking upsets and bitter disappointments were scattered throughout the 
drama of competition. So fierce was this survival test that only one runner 
was able to defend his title — Eddie Southern. O'Brien was a repeater, winning 
his 7th outdoor shot put title. Charlie Dumas and Hal Connolly won their fifth 
straight championships in the high jump and hammer, Bob Backus made it 7 in 
a row with the weight, and Ira Davis won his second hop-step-jump. 

Ray Norton was voted outstanding competitor because of his double sprint 
victory. Connolly and O'Brien each added second places to their titles for 18 
points. Scoring 16 were Backus, Max Truex, and Hayes Jones. 

Rain fell through most of the events on Saturday, cutting the crowd to an 
estimated 8, 000 (after 6,000 on Friday), but doing little damage to the compet- 
ition, The asphalt runways and dark gray cinder track stood up well. Except 
for some difficulty with photo finish pictures which delayed the 100 meters, the 
meet went off as smoothly as can be expected. Aiding the officials was the new 
and stringent rule against late entries. 

Greatest hindrance to top performances was the altitude of 5, 347 feet. 
Al Lawrence, a keen student of distance running, says it added two minutes to 
the 10,000 meters time, but more conservative estimates place it at about 10 
seconds per mile for races longer than one mile. Apparently, individuals vary 
in their reaction to altitude, for many good runners dropped out or ran poorly, 
while some showed little difficulty.

Jerry Smartt on the last lap and beat him by 25 yards. 

HIGH JUMP: Ernle Haisley of Illinois and Ed Costa of BYU (the latter 
with a hyper-extended knee) missed the meet. All eleven entrants cleared the 
starting height & 6'13", and only two of them missed at 6'3}". Errol Williams 
of San Jose, a bespectacled, studious junior, drew admiring 7 and cheers 
from the crowd of 10, 000 with his floating belly-roll. At 6'53", Williams, 
Wayne Moss of Oregon State, Defending champion Don Stewart, and Reggie 
Sheppard of Indiana all cleared on their first trials. Wilber Dickson of Den- 
ver, using the western roll off his right foot, made it on his third attempt. 
Dickson, and Sheppard, missed at 6'6$", leaving only three jumpers. At 
6'83", Williams sailed over on his second attempt, and Moss made it on his 
third, leaving champion Stewart on the spot. Stewart's left leg was heavily 
taped from knee to hip. Wearing only a white sock on his right foot, he ran 
to the bar and assumed his characteristic crouch, with his right arm far back, 
and leaped, in his diving roll, over the bar. With competition becoming tense 
and exciting, and no international rules to break ties, the bar was moved to 
6'92", a height only Stewart had ever cleared. All three missed their first 
efforts. The second time around, Moss came close. Then Williams floated 
over to tremendous cheers, and Stewart missed. Moss, who must be the 
heaviest high jumper this side of Kashkarov, paused for a long time, hands on 
knees, studying the cross bar. Then he lumbered forward, exploded with 
great natural spring, and dive-rolled over, leaving the bar shaken but on high. 

Stewart missed badly on his third trial. Neither Moss nor Williams could 
clear 6'10$", although Williams had a near miss on his last effort. Never 
have two men jumped so high in this meet. 

MILE: For the first time, heats were required in the mile, and the 
results were interesting. Four qualified to the 12-man final, and in each 
case the battle for 4th place was close. The pace was a ludicrous jog in the 
first heat, reaching the three-quarters in 3:21.4. Jim Grelle, runner-up for 
two years to Ron Delany, ran a 55.9 last lap to take the heat in 4:17.7. Dick 
Engelbrink, who has run relay halves and fast 2-miles all year, looked 
powerful on Grelle's heels. Gary Weisiger of Duke, the CCC champion at 
4:08.6 beat out Stanford's Norwegian, Bert Lundh. Seeing good runners shut 
out in the kick-finish (such as Lundh and Michigan's 4:09.8 miler, Dave Mart- 
in), runners in the second heat set a faster pace. Ron Gregory of Notre Dame, 
who had run close to Weisiger last week, appeared ready to quit on the back 
stretch, but he gave it all he had, came from ten yeards back, and qualified 
ahead of Mississippi State's Warren Burns by one foot. In the third heat, 

Georgetown's Bob Vinton tried to steal the race with a 59, 2:02 pace, but 

Pete Close and Ed Moran lay back and let him go, passing him when he weak- 
ened on the last lap. Jim Bowers of Illinois caught Vinton in the home stretch 
but the game Georgetown runner whipped up a kick of his own and held fourth. 

Gregory led the final in 59.5 (with Grelle 8th) and 2:02. 2 (with Grelle 
5th) before fading out of the picture and dropping out. Hodgson took over in 
3:07, closely followed by Moran, Close, Grelle, little Fred Abington, Engel- 
brink, Tom Rodda, and Jack Larson, Around the next to last curve they were i 
so closely bunched that Larson, in 7th place, was within three yards.of the 
leader. Down the backstretch, Grelle, who had appeared to be a master 
tactician in moving through the crowded field, found himself securely boxed. 
Had Moran been right this day he could have gone away at that point and won 
the race, but Grelle elbowed his way out, swung wide, sped past runners and 
took the lead into the last curve, He had a seven-yard lead into the stretch and 
he sprinted farther ahead with a Gehrmann-like sprint. Close fought past 
Hodgson into second place. Engelbrink, running faster than all except Grelle, 
shot past teammate Moran, past Hodgson, and he almost caught Close. 
Weisiger finished strongly for 7th place as ten men were under 4:10. 

Grelle's 4:03.9 missed Delany's meet record by only 4 tenths. His last lap 
was in 56.6.

Godfrey 
Moore of Winston-Salem fouled out, 6'6" Les Bird of Michigan could jump only 
23'73", and Paul Williams of Kansas dragged one foot on a jump of about 25'6". 
Ralph Boston, a gangly, 18-year-old sophomore from Tennessee A&I who will 
be a decathlon star, showed poise in third place. Ties for 4th and 6th placed 
four men within one quarter of an inch, again involving Stanford's John Kelly in 
the same unlikely situation in which he was beaten in the PCC meet. Wind 

aided the trials, but blew against them in the finals, accounting for the lack 

of improvement. 

440: Probably the strongest field in the meet — and in the meet's history— 
this required both heats and semi-finals. Chief casualty of the heats was 
Princeton'd Dick Edmunds, a 47 flat man who was edged out for 4th by Big 10 
champion John Brown of Iowa. The semi-finals were red hot. In the first, 
Jack Yerman, third last year, won in 47,1, but he was disqualified for running 
out of his lane. This enabled Chuck Carlson, a 46.3 man, to get into the 
finals, because Carlson had finished 5th (although he was given a tie with the 
4th finisher inasmuch as it made no difference). In the second heat, Otis 
Davis looked like the favorite he was over AAU champion Eddie Southern, and 
Terry Tobacco, the Canadian senior at Washington, looked good for the first 
time this season. Nick Ellis ran a poor 6th. 

In the final, Carlson, in lane 7, gained a little on Southern, and Tobacco 
lost a little, but Davis gained on everybody. Later, his coach, Bill Bowerman, 
said, "Davis broke the NCAA record for the first 300 yards of a 440". Davis 
led until the home stretch before fading badly, once again proving that pace 
makes more difference in the 440 than in most other races, First Southern, 
then Tobacco went past the 46.2 man. Then Carlson rushed past Davis and 
Tobacco into second place. Spence (Mal, of the Jamaican twins) closed fast 
into 4th place. Davis slowed too much just before the finish line and both 
Dodds and Johnson nipped him. Mel Barnwell walked across, far back. 

100: The four heats, qualifying four each to the semi-finals, eliminated 
a surprising number of name sprinters. Southwest Conference champ Ralph 
Alspaugh ran last in the first heat. Vance Robinson and Dee Givens were shut 
out in the second. Willie White, the Phantom of Dayton, was eliminated in 
the third, and Hollis Gainey went out in the 4th. However, Robinson was 
reinstated after a look at the pictures. Nothing surprising happened in the 
semi-finals, although Paul Williams, who had looked fast in winning his 100 
heat plus two 220 heats the previous day, got an atrocious start, came from 
two yards back and almost qualified. Oregon's Roscoe Cook, the latest 9.3 
sprinter, was left home with a skin rash and lymph gland swelling. 

The finalists tried to give verteran starter Willard Greim a bad time, 
but he was their master. Tidwell jumped the first time, and then Hazley. On 
the third attempt it was Norton and Moon. On the fourth, Norton jumped again 
and was disqualified, for the first time in his career of steady starting. Long 
suffering from tenseness, Norton could only say he was trying too hard. He 
grabbed his sweat suit, walked fifty yards away and threw himself face down 
off the edge of the track. Payton Jordan tried to console him, telling him he 
still had a 220 to run, but Norton remained face down while a crowd gathered 
and photographers took pictures. Tidwell said later he had twitched, and that 
might have thrown Norton off, 


july, 1959°-3 

The sprinters took their marks for the fifth time, with a huge gap in the 
lane next to Tidwell and Poynter, and large drops of rain began to fall. A storm 
started moving in, with strong gusts of wind. Tidwell was off first and held 
the lead all the way, beating Poynter by more than a yard in 9.3, The wind was 
announced as 10.5 miles per hour. 

SHOT PUT: Although Dave Davis could not defend his title and Joe 
Marchiony was hobbling in New York with a cracked ankle, this was the best 
field in the history of the meet. Such good men as Steve Frye of Washington 
State (56'10"), Bert Bender of Washington (55'93"), and Jim Cain of Kansas 
State (55'3") could not make the final, although Mike Lewis' 7th-place 


qualifying mark was only 54'4}". Carl Shine of Penn, a fine competitor, led 
Oklahoma's Dan Erwin by only a quarter of an inch after the four preliminary 
puts, at 56'93". Erwin upped his mark to 56'11" on Saturday, but Shine came 
through with his best ever — 57'11$" — to win the championship. Mike Lindsay 


improved from 55'1" to 56'34", but remained fourth. Jerry Monkofsky gained 
two inches without a change of position, 

HIGH HURDLES: As usual, the hurdle field was the smallest of the meet, 
requiring no semi-finals. Jack Lawrence of Occidental ran 14,9 (against a 
wind), yet qualified for the final. Bill Johnson, Maryland sophomore did the 
same in the second heat, 

A light rain fell through the finals, but the wind, which was strong a few 
minutes before, let up enough to allow a record, Hayes Jones was off to one of 
the fastest starts ever, almost two yards ahead of Elias Gilbert after two 
hurdles. Gilbert, the defending champion (after falling at Austin two years 
ago), gained a little on Jones, but he was pressing. Going up to the 8th hurdle 
he chopped his stride in his haste and had to stretch to make the 8th. He did 
not quite make it and his trailing foot caught. He stumbled all the way and 
fell through the 9th hurdle, skinning his knees badly. (He says, "I slid all the 
way to the 9th hurdle."") Willie May edged surprising Bill Tillman of Kansas 
and Spike Arlt of Washington State for second. Lawrence fell across the line 
in 7th place. 

JAVELIN: If anyone ever deserved to be favored in this meet it was Bill 
Alley. But the big Kansas junior showed two huge scars on either side of his 
right elbow, and inside the elbow were bone chips and fluid, which made it 
look puffy. He had his elbow taped so that it could not extend fully after a 
throw because, "it will hurt so bad I can't throw", Even so, he said, "It feels 
like a knife sticking in there every time I throw." He has not been able to 
practice for a month and he will go into surgery after this meet. He is unable 
to use his usual Held-type wind-up, but must throw down and across like a 
baseball pitcher. Everybody at Lincoln felt sorry for Alley except the other 
javelin throwers, 

In thetrials, Alley got off a throw of 240'53", good considering the high, 
tricky wind against him, a wind which blew many javelins into territory 
endagering the judges at the finish lines. Alley had an 8-foot lead over his 
surprsing teammate Jim Londerholm, and everyone expected him to stay out 
of the final, or at least wait until someone passed his mark. But Buster 
Quist of New Mexico, a competitor of the first order, said, ‘Wait until Alley 
sees what we do tomorrow, and he'll have to throw." 

Alley took no chances. With his elbow puffed like a balloon, he took his 
warm-up throws. Quist threw 236'93" to move into second place and threaten 
Alley. In the trials, Alley's best throw had started out on the same high 
trajectory as Danielsen and Cantello's world record throws, but the wind had 
stopped it and it had floated almost straight down. In the final, his throw was 
not nearly as good, but it hit beyond the 260-foot mark. The judges rulled 
that it landed flat, although it made a mark. Alley said later, ''This is the 
only meet all year I haven't broken the meet record." Quist was the only one 
to improve on the second day, and Alley won his championship, 

880: With semi-finals necessary, the expected fireworks materialized. 
Even in one of the heats, a photo was necessary. The third heat, slowest of 
the four, saw California's Jerry Siebert barely get in over Duke's Tom Baze- 
more. The first semi must have been one of the closest races of all time. 
Joe Mullins of Nebraska had a clear-cut margin, the width of his chest, but 
Chick King of Penn State, in 5th place, was not much more than a chest width 
back of the winner, In the second semi, Siebert ran 1:52, 2 but was inched out 
by Mel Spence, Dave Scurlock, weak from flu, withdrew from the semi-final. 

After Spence had jumped the gun once, the final got underway. George 
Kerr of Illinois led to the first curve, but Stanford's Ernie Cunliffe, who 
always leads, sprinted past, leading by four yards on the backstretch. Lew 
Merriman, a Wichita senior who surprised by making the final, ran third, 
with Mike Peake, lasi year's 1:48.0 800 meter man, fourth. At the 440 on 
this 400 meter track, Cunliffe led by 6 yards in 51.7, followed by Kerr, 
Merriman, Mullins, Spence, Tony Seth of Michigan, George Katterman, and 
Peake, who was losing ground. On the backstretch, Kerr, whose real ability 
is only now beginning to show, moved swiftly and smoothly past Cunliffe, 
built up a ten yard lead around the curve and kept going. Seth, a sophomore 
of promise, caught Cunliffe in the home stretch for second place. The 
surprising Merriman held onto 4th place. Katterman, who had mononucleosis 
last year, almost caught Spence in 5th place. Kerr's 1:47.8 moved him from 
22d on the all-time list to tie for 6th with Ron Delany. 

DISCUS: The story of the discus throw is the slippery concrete circle 
which prevented good marks, and which threw an already unpredictable field 


Last Call for Pan Am 


This is the last call for tickets and hotel accommodations for the Pan American 
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of throwers into turmoil. Steady Dick Cochran of Migsouri had no trouble 
and won easily, as expected, improving from 174'93" in the trials to 178’. 
Mike Lindsay, the Londoner at Oklahoma who spends all his time practicing 
the shot to the neglect of the discus, improved from 162'5" to 163'33", but 
lost second to Houston's Bob Weise, who improved from a fourthplace 159'43” 
to a good 164'4", Ejino Keerd thus slipped to fourth, even though he added 
an inch to his preliminary 160'103". 

220: The heats saw the elimination of Willie White in the first, the 
disqualification of Paul Winder in the second, and the elimination of Hollis 
Gainey in the fourth. In the first semi-final, Paul Williams, a short, 
upright runner, showed good speed to win his heat, while Paul Collins of 
Denver ran fourth but was disqualified, thus letting Les Carney into the final. 
In the second heat, a minor dispute arose when Ward Miller, the Big 10 sprint 
champion, was given 4th over Cal Poly's Vic Hall. Unfortunately, the finish 
photo did not develop, and so nobody will ever know what actually happened. 

In the final, Ray Norton ran the curve like a madman, obviously determ- 
ined to make up for his disqualification in the 100, but when he turned into the 
stretch he was trailing Dee Givens, who was running around the more sweeping 
curve of the 8th lane. Norton turned on the power and pulled away as Williams 
passed Givens, Poynter passed them both, and Carney finished strong to take 
third, It may be noteworthy to point out that the three sprinters in the the 
three inside lanes finished in the last three places. Norton's 20.9 was a fifth 
of a second off the meet record for a curve set by Ed Collymore, who was 
unable to defend his titlé because of an injured leg. 

HOP-STEP-JUMP: Jumpers in this new event for non-Olympic years 
started their run on the track near the finish of the high hurdles and landed in 
a pit dug out of the track out of sight of the finish-side spectators. The specta- 
tors did not miss much, Jack Smyth, the Canadian segios' at Houston improved 
from the trial leap of 48'63" to a respectable 49'73", but the other marks were 
mediocre. Only other improvement in the finals was by Clif Cushman, who 
moved from 44°63" to 45'9" to take 6th. Darrell Horn, the broad jump runner- 
up, stepped in a hole just beyond the take-off board and twisted his foot. He 
had been 6th at 45'3", but he could not jump in the finals. 

3-MILE: While Defending champion Alex Henderson lay in a hospital in 
Phoenix, 19 starters took the marks in this first-ever event. John Macy, 
the 29-year-old Houston runner, should have been the favorite, but he had 
already run the steeplechase. And the doctor had told him he should have 
stitches in his ripped heel, but he had said, "I'm running the three mile." 
Macy ran with the leaders all the way until the last lap, but he could not keep 
up, and he finished third. 

Miles Eisenman, who had beaten Macy earlier in a fast 3-mile (13:50. 9) 
and had run an 8;58.7 2-mile, was the favorite, but he was not quite up to his 
early season form. He led through a 4:40.5 mile, was always in contention, 
but lost out in the final drive, finishing second. 

Paul Whiteley, an almost unknown from Kansas State Teachers College, 
had a 4;08.6 mile and a 9:06 2-mile this year. Running with an easy, short 
stride that makes him appear to be holding himself back constantly, Whiteley 
stayed with Macy and Eisenman all the way, through a 9:27, 2 2-mile, then 
laps of 70, 70, and 69, before he poured it on through a 62.7 last lap to win 
in the good time of 13:59.1. 

Jerry Ashmore, a strong Western Michigan sophomore, came from 8th 
with two laps to go, put on a big kick and almost caught Macy. Billy Mills, 
the Kansas sophomore, was 5th approaching the last lap, then faded and fell 
on the backstretch, failing to finish. Dick Miller, Oregon's 9:07 man, 
lost a shoe early in the race and finally had to drop out. 

POLE VAULT: Fifteen vaulters cleared 14 feet, then, to take advantage 
of the wind, the event was turned around and the pit was apparoached from the 
opposite direction. While this may have helped a little, as in the case of Joe 
Webb of Missouri who cleared 14'6", then jumped into somebody's arms and 
hugged him for joy, many of the vaulters could not get their step again. Among 
those hurt by the change of runways were Joe Rose and Don Jeisy of Arizona 
State and Aubrey Dooley of Oklahoma State. Ken Pollard of Nebraska drew the 
day's loudest cheer when he cleared 14'6". Dooley, who had cleared 15'5", 
failed at 14'6". He could only say, "I just didn't have it." 

Defending champion Jim Johnston of Purdue, tall J.D. Martin of Oklahoma, 
and former champion Jim Graham of Oklahoma State all cleared 14'10", a 
personal record for the promising Johnston. Only Graham could clear 15'2". 
By the time the bar was raised to 15'43", it was too dark to vault. A portable 
searchlight was brought in and the pit, hole, and bar were illuminated while 
a crowd stood around the runway. Graham vaulted and missed, saying to 
Dooley as he came out of the pit, "Man, that’s the funniest feeling." His 
third effort was a good one, but he had no chance at the meet record — 15'93". 

LOW HURDLES: Even with Fran Washington, AAU champ injured, with 
his teammate Elias Gilbert, the world record holder, withdrawing from the 
final, and with Dickie Howard out, this was a strong field, and it resulted in 
one of the great footraces of all time. 

Dick Cephas, the 22.8 Michigan sophomore, was the main casualty of the 
heats. In the semi-finals, Howard missed his step several times and finally 
gave up. 

Hayes Jones, who had only run the lows around a curve once before this 
meet, started in lane 5, with Tidwell, the world record holder around a curve 
in lane 3, Earnie Shelby, in lane 2, cannot run the curve, but his straightaway 
speed is something to see, and he finished third. Jones as off with his fantas- 
tic early speed, gaining a little on Tidwell, but around the curve Tidwell 
caught him, and they turned into the long homestretch even. Jones immediately 
burst away and was over a yard ahead at one point. Then Tidwell came back, 
but tipped the 9th hurdle, and going into the 10th, Jones had a lead of a yard. 
Jones said, "I tightened over the last hurdle and he caught me. I thought he 
had me." Jones saw one of the finish judges point at Tidwell and thought he had 
lost, but he was given the victory by the smallest of margins. 

The time, 22.5, is the fastest ever run around a curve, but the race 
started on the curve, making them run a long homestretch with a 5, 248 mph 
wind aiding them, and so the record will not stand. 

Rex Stucker, the little Kansas State battler, had 4th place until the last

and Joel McNulty shot past and Cobb could not recover in time to qualify. In 
the second heat two NCAA place winners, Rex Stucker and Bill Johnson, were 
eliminated. The announced intention of allowing the fastest fourth to run in 
the final was abandoned when three fourth placers all clocked 14.5, including 
the tie between Cobb and Dave Odegard. 

In the final, Lee Calhoun was off to one of the best starts of his career, 
holding Hayes Jones even over the first two hurdles. Elias Gilbert, his knees 
and ego bruised ("I'm tired of all this running."), was left sitting. Halfway 
through the race, Gilbert had pulled up on Jones and was about four feet back, 
while Calhoun had gained a commanding lead of over a yard. But the Olympic 
champion had difficulties and Jones almost nipped him at the tape, while 
Gilbert hit the 9th hurdle and lost by a yard. 

Meanwhile, behind these three super-stars, veteran Willie May was 
running his usual steady race in fourth place. A yard behind him were 
another veteran, Joel McNulty, and a blue-clad high school boy not yet 19... 
Warren (Rex) Cawley. 

HAMMER THROW: Held out of sight during the running of events in the 
stadium, and with Al Hall out of shape, this was far from the exciting event of 
last year. Hall, who is now a traveling salesman, had less than three weeks 
of practice and lost a position for the Russian meet by little over one foot. 

100: The first heat of the 100 meters saw the return to Boulder of Bobby 
Morrow, who had started his fabulous career here four years ago with his 
first major championship. Morrow suffered a severe muscle spasm on June 6 
at Houston, just as he was reaching top condition. He took ultra-sonic 
treatments and was able to jog, but his coach, Oliver Jackson, said, "This 
will hinder his conditioning. '' Coaches who watched Morrow take some starts 
at Boulder on Thursday said he looked great, but the difference between great- 
ness and mediocrity is not readily apparent, for Bobby Morrow ran 9th and 
last in his heat. In despair, he said, "I don't understand it." 

In the fourth heat, the same thing happened to Herb Carper of the Army, 
who had showed amazing speed in indoor meets but pulled a muscle early in 
the outdoor season. A match race between Carper and Morrow, properly 
publicized, would have packed many a stadium in Europe, and without other 
runners or a stop watch, the result would have been thrilling. 

The semi-finals were delayed and rescheduled while judges studied the 
finish pictures. In the first heat, which saw the elimination of San Jose frosh 
star Willie Williams and Orlando Hazley, Paul Winder was given second place 
and John Moon was eliminated. Later, after Winder had run last in the final, 
judges learned they had erred, but it was too late to do more than apologize 
to Moon and his coach, Ray Kemp. 

The final saw application of the international rule, now an AAU rule, 
which calls for penalizing the offending sprinter even though the gun sounds. 
NCAA champion Charlie Tidwell was the victim this week, while last week's 
victim, Ray Norton, crouched stolidly over his blocks. Norton said later, 

"I was real careful. I learned my lesson last week." 

At the start, little Bill Woodhouse was off slightly ahead of Norton, but 
the lean San Jose senior soon shot into the lead. Norton ran one of his poorest 
races, appearing tight near the finish, as Bobby Poynter gained rapidly on him 
and Woodhouse stayed close. Paul Williams, off badly, gained on everybody 
and almost caught Woodhouse for third.. After the race Norton admitted, "T 
was a little tight. "" The time, 10.5, confirmed this. 

SHOT PUT: By far the greatest field of shot putters ever assembled 
received the cold-war treatment from master psychologist Parry O'Brien, and 
the result was a shambles. On Tuesday, O'Brien talked some southern Calif- 
ornia friends into staging a special track meet consisting of two events. In the 
shot, O'Brien put 63'8", and local newspapers called it a new world record. 

A storm of protest arose, and officials then said no application would be made. 
Informed of this, after he had far outclassed his talented opponents for his 

7th AAU shot title, O'Brien commented thusly about the Tuesday meet: "It 
served its purpose, "’ 

With five men in competition who had put 60'95" or farther, plus the 
best collection of collegians ever, some real fireworks were expected. But 
O'Brien, the master competitor, held them off for one more year to such an 
extent that all five of his measured puts were better than his nearest competi- 
tor. NCAA champion Carl Shine slipped three feet, to 10th place. Jay Sil- 
vester, himself a renowned competitor, slipped three feet to 9th place. Ray 
Hiscock slipped two feet, to 8th place. Dan Erwin threw well, slipping only 
one foot, and he made the final 7. Charley Butt, 250-pound former Cal man 
who returned to the shot last December after a layoff of 2} years and had 
been a consistent 60-footer, slipped two or three feet and placed only 6th. 
Mike Lindsay of England, the only man not to fail, almost reached his top 
mark. Bill Nieder, it must be said in all fairness, was suffering from a 
chest injury which bled internally, and may not have been beaten by O'Brien's 
mere presence. Dallas Long, who lost strength during a seige with the flu, 
beat Nieder for a spot on the Pan-American team by half an inch. Only Dave 
Davis, who, they say, cannot be affected by mental tactics, came through 
magnificently, although he fell 7 inches short of his best of 61 feet made 
early in the season. O'Brien's series was 61'4}", 61'95", 60'113", 61'1", 
62'23". His last was unmeasured, although over 60 feet. Long live the king! 

400 METER HURDLES: With a six-man final necessary, the most ruth- 
less kind of elimination took place in the heats. Four heats were contested, 
with the two fastest second places qualifying to the final. In the first heat, 
Olympic champion Glenn Davis had to drive to stay ahead of Harry Bright, 
who ran 52.4, In the second heat, Spike Arlt finally ran near his potential, 
clocking 51.8, and NCAA champion Dick Howard had to run 51.6 or risk 
elimination. Dixon Farmer, California state high school 440 and low hurdle 
champion, missed steps and ran 53.5, Heat three was the slow one, with 
veteran Josh Culbreath easing in barely ahead of Kent Herkenrath in 53.0, 
while 52-flat man Henry Wiebe showed his inexperience by running 54.0, 

The fourth heat was an eye-opener, presenting Rex Cawley for the first time 
in national competition. Cawley, a high school boy from a Detroit suburb, 
continually missed his step and was forced to chop his stride, but his leg 
speed is fantastic and in spite of his mistakes he ran 51.3. Cliff Cushman,

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the ambidextrous Kansas junior, ran steadily, several yards behind Cawley, 
then used his endurance in the stretch to nip the all-blue at the tape. His 
51.3 is his best-ever time. 
In the final, Howard drew the pole position, with Davis in lane two and 
Culbreath in lane three, thus giving Howard two veterans to watch, just ahead 
of him. Culbreath was over the first hurdle in the lead, but Davis missed his 
step and lost ground so badly over the first four hurdles that Howard could no 
longer judge pace by him. Davis began to push, and gained on everyone, but 
Howard headed into the home stretch with a three yard lead over Davis. The 
world record holder, not quite in shape this season, put on a hard drive to 
retain his unbeaten record which began with the AAU meet of 1956. Davis gain- 
ed slowly on Howard, a strong, 23-year-old 6-footer. Approaching the last e 
hurdle, where Howard has missed his step more often than not, Davis was ; 
only a yard and a half behind. Howard, who usually snaps over the hurdles 
with great speed, stretched carefully, hit his step, sailed over a little high, 
but retained the lead. Davis pulled to within a yard with 20 to go, but he 
could not win and so he eased up to lose by about five feet. Culbreath edged 
Cushman for third, and Arlt reverted to his usual 52.8 for fifth. The 
square-shouldered Cawley, running his fourth race of the day, was under- 
standably tired and lugged across in 53.7, 
HIGH JUMP: Even without injured John Thomas, this was a great high 
jump field, even though the results do not show it. Injured Ed Costa could 
not clear 6'3", and Don Stewart and indoor sensation George Dennis failed at 
6'5", NCAA cc-champion Errol Williams floated over 6'7" on his first trial, 
giving him the lead, by international rules, over the six men who cleared it 
on their second attempts. Williams appeared to be running too slowly to get 
over the bar at 6'9", although he jumped high enough. Of the others, Bob 
Gardner of the Marines appeared best, getting high above the bar on his third 
attempt but dropping straight down on it, a mistake which disgusted him might- 
ily. Olympic champion Charlie Dumas cleared 6'9" easily on his first attempt, 
thus winning for the fourth year in a row since he tied Ernie Shelton here as 
a schoolboy in 1955 (at 6'10"). Dumas had the bar raised to 7 feet, but missed 
badly on all three attempts. Officials were criticized for moving the bar 
from 6'7" to 6'9", skipping over 6'8", 
10,000 METERS: Little Max Truex was back on the scene of his first 
national race, in 1955, when he was left defeated and unconscious. Confident 
of his ability despite a bad year in 1958 and a record of having finished only 
one 10, 000 in some half a dozen attempted, mighty Max tackled not only the 
lung-scorching altitude but the 1956 Olympic bronze medalist, Al Lawrence. } 
The little Australian, even smaller than Truex, studied the effects of altitude 
carefully and ran his best possible race. Truex ran behind him for six miles, 
either on his heels or just off his shoulder, as if he was impatient with the 
pace. Lawrence ran miles in 4:54, 3, 4:55.7, 5:03, 5:08.4, 5:15.4, and 5:03. 
Then Truex challenged, on the last curve but one, moved into the lead on the 
backstretch, and broke the race wide open with a good kick which toured the 
last 440 in 62 seconds, His time, 31:22,4, was probably better than Joe Tyler's 
national record of 30:31.9. (Al Lawrence says Truex's time was as good as 
29:30 at sea level.) And his last lap kick showed he could run much faster. 
Truex smiled happily: “That's an easy way to run a race." 
Doug Kyle, former champion from Canada, was third at three miles, but 
at 34 miles he started walking, apparently through. But he resumed running 
and was a good fifth until 53 miles when he clutched his side and dropped out. 
Bob Soth, the plugger from Long Beach State who went to California two 
years ago as a complete nobody and made himself a national contender by sheer 
determination, was 25 yards back of Kyle at 3 miles. He was third at 4 miles ; 
in 20:21.5, at 5 miles in 24:44, and he made the Russian team safely, 150 yards 
ahead of the next finisher. He said this race was easier than his Mt. San | 
Antonio race a minute and a half faster last spring. 
Alex Breckenridge, an American who grew up in Scotland and is now a j 
Marine, made the Pan-American team with a steady fourth place. The only 
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close finish was for fifth place. Russ Bennett of Occidental was 8th at 3 miles 
and had not improved his position at 4 miles, being 70 yards behind Pete 
McArdle in 6th place. But Kyle dropped out, Bernie Frakes dropped back, 

and McArdle began to slow. Bennett gained steadily, went into fifth place on 
the last lap, lost it again to a revitalized McArdle, then went ahead in the home 
stretch to win fifth place. 

BROAD JUMP: Greg Bell, second longest jumper of all time, gave up 
active conditioning after his disastrous spring last year and concentrated on 
his dental school work. He did a minimum of conditioning work. His Indiana 
coach, Gordon Fisher, said, last winter: "Fortunately, Greg has the type of 
muscular setup which makes it possible for him to maintain fairly good con- 
dition under a rather irregular setup." Bell did come back, flying 25'32" at 
Fort Wayne in his second meet of the year just two weeks ago. Here he told 
veteran official Emil Breitkreutz, "I have to get it on the first two jumps, " 
explaining that he was not in shape for more good jumps. And he did it, 
reaching 26'14", then subsiding to mediocre 24-foot jumps. This is the:pit 
where Bell won his first title, as a 24-year-old freshman, with a jump only 
3" short of this victory leap. 

Bell needed that jump, for little Joel Wiley, a Los Angeles State senior 
who had already used all his NCAA eligibility, leaped 25113". Three others 
were over 25 feet and sixth place Jim Baird was only an inch short. Ernie 
Shelby, after four consecutive championships, had to settle for fifth place. 

SATURDAY, JUNE 20— 

5000 METERS: Runners who were really not contenders led for the first 
mile, with Laszlo Tabori ten yards back in 4:37 leading the contenders. At 
a mile and a quarter, 11 men formed the first division, with tall Lew Stieglitz 
leading in 5:50. Tabori led at 13 miles in 7:06. 2 as the pace slowed. Tom 
Rodda dropped out, leaving ten men in contention, At 1, in 8:23, Bill Dellin- 
ger had moved into second place on Tabori's heels. Stieglitz led at 2 miles in 
9:40.4, with Tabori back to fourth place, but it was still a compact group of 
ten runners. Then Velisa Mugosa, who was fifth last year, fell heavily on the 
curb and was unable to continue. Shortly after that, Breckenridge, who had 
run the 10,000 yesterday, lost contact, and the field was down to eight men. 

At 23 miles it was Stieglitz in 10:53.9, followed by Dellinger, Eisenman, 
Tabori, and Truex. Paul Whiteley, the NCAA 3-mile champion who had been 
running on Dellinger's shoulder as if he were only waiting for the kill, began 
to drop back, and behind him, Keith Wallace of Stanford and Jerry Smartt also 
lost contact. Dellinger led at 24 miles in 12:07, but Tabori and Eisenman 
immediately passed him, The five men jockeyed continually, except for Truex, 
who always remained fifth, using less energy. At 2} miles this group had 40 
yards on Whiteley. 

With one lap to go, Stieglitz, who won three big indoor races last winter, 
took the lead and held it until the last backstretch. Dellinger and Tabori went 
past Stieglitz, and for a moment the big Navy man looked through, but he came 
back gamely. Truex passed Eisenman on the last curve and kicked strongly, 
passing Tabori. Dellinger was strongest of all and won going away by 15 
yards. Stieglitz held Truex off by 8 yards and Tabori was an equal distance 
back, and fading, beating Eisenman by only four yards. Jerry Smartt, almost 
half a lap behind, slowed to a jog, running only to save sixth ahead of young 
Keith Wallace, with Whiteley over 20 yards behind Wallace. 

56 POUND WEIGHT: Bob Backus won again, but he had his hands full 
with hammer champ Hal Connolly. Competing for the first time in the AAU 
56, Connolly took the lead with a mighty 43'7" heave, best non-Backus mark 
ever. Backus won by only 83 inches. Stew Thompson improved to a good 
41'11", and Al Hall to 41’. Tom Pagani, who figured to be over 41' this year, 
had torn his hand a week ago and was below par by 6 or 7 feet. 

1500 METERS: Two heats qualified five each to the final. In the first, 
Jim Bailey returned to competition, looking very fit with little work behind him. 
He qualified easily, while Barrie Almond dropped out. In the second, Dick 
Engelbrink failed to finish. 

Jack Marden, COP veteran who broke 4:10 for the first time this year, 
led to the turn, but Oklahoma's South African, Gail Hodgson, grabbed the lead 
and set the pace for laps of 58.3, 1:59.8, and 3:02.8. Ed Moran, who made 
his name in this meet a year ago, and Peter Close, NCAA runner-up, elected 
to go with Hodgson, Jim Grelle dropped to the rear (except for "little brother” 
Dyrol Burleson, who followed him all the way), and was 13 yards back at the 
quarter (in 60.5), 12 back at the half (2:01. 5), and 8 back at three quarters 
(3:03. 8). Bailey began losing ground after the half, and Close stepped off the 
track and quit. Bailey was still only 8 yards behind Burleson (4th) at } mile, 
but he dropped out socn after, along with Jack Larson. Dick Pond of the UCTC, 
a 4:07.8 miler, also dropped out, leaving only six men to finish. 

On the last backstretch, Moran went past Hodgson. Grelle almost sprin- 
ted to get on Moran's heels from 8 yards back, and Burleson, the 19-year-old 
undefeated freshman, loped along on Grelle's heels, ungainly but powerful. 
Around the curve it was a three-man battle, and into the stretch Grelle came 
up to Moran's shoulder. But just as the expected battle began, Burleson went 
loping past both of them, This seemed to shock Grelle, for he "hung" behind 
Moran for forty yards before he drove again to take second by 14 yards. 
Burleson said, "I was real surprised when I passed Jim." The significance of 
Burleson's performance is difficult to analyze, because of the altitude. Grelle 
may have been as far off form as he appeared, or ... Burleson may already be 
one of the world's great milers. 

DISCUS THROW: Olympic champion Al Oerter, lost all season in the 
field-event wilderness of New York, appeared at Boulder with the revelation 
that he had 21 practice throws over 200 feet. Whether or not this was another 
page from O'Brien's book of tactics, Oerter lost no time taking the lead in the 
discus, reaching 184'9" in the trials. His chief rival, defending champion 
Rink Babka, threw only 172'11" in the trials, and O'Brien barely made the final 
with an anemic toss of 168'15". But true class will tell, usually, and despite 
the presence of Jay Silvester (twice conqueror of Babka), Dick Cochran (225- 
pound NCAA champion), and John Ellis (191-footer of two years ago), the three 
champions made the best throws, Oerter improved to an AAU meet record of 





186'5", O'Brien threw 180'95" to inch out Cochran, And Babka threw over 187' 


but it was called foul. Babka is sure it was not a foul, because the steel circle 


was fully a half inch above the concrete and he would have felt it. Also, the 
other discus throwers said it was not a foul. Babka had three in all called 
against him, all of which he doubted. He was absolutely certain he had been 
robbed when he returned to the dormitory and found his money missing. 

In the side-issue battle between the great high school throwers, Karl 
Johnstone won out over Al Santio, 161'53" to 146'13". 

400 METERS: Four murderous heats qualified only two men each 
directly to the finals. In the first heat, DeLoss Dodds ran to a commanding 
lead from the outside lane. Mike Larrabee, favored by many to win the final, 
moved easily away from the others and was content to be second behind Dodds. 
Dave Mills, the Purdue freshman who ran too fast in two previous big races in 
California, ran far too slow in this one and was more than ten yards behind 
into the stretch. He finished like a sprinter and nipped Larrabee, who did 
not look back and did not believe anybody could finish that fast. 

The third heat provided another surprise as Bob Davis, former Ohio 
Wesleyan quarter-miler now with the NYAC, used Dodds tactics to build up a 
big lead and held on to qualify. The victim here was Otis Davis, who overdid 
his pace-slowing after his Lincoln disaster. Davis ran 46.9 in his failure. 

The fourth heat was probably the worst of all; at least, the first non- 
qualifier ran faster than in any other heat. Nick Ellis, whose coach, Ed Hurt, 
thought he had a chance to win the final, ran 46,7 and was barely nipped by 
less than a foot. 

Eddie Southern lost no time in the final. He started fast and kept the 
pressure on. Around the last curve he passed three men in a bunch and he 
was into the stretch with a two yard lead over Dodds. Jack Yerman was third, 
and Mills was again too far back. Yerman fought past Dodds, and Mills 
sprinted past both of them, gaining on Southern, but he was too late, losing by 
three yards. Bob Davis changed tactics in the final and closed powerfully to 
tie Mal Spence for 5th. Johnson slowed almost to a jog at the finish. 

3000 METER WALK: Elliott Denman, Olympic 50,000 meter walker 
who has heretofore shown little speed in spite of his youth, surprised by taking 
a lead over champion John Humcke for about six laps. Humcke regained the 
lead, but Denman provided an even greater surprise by coming back, passing 
Humcke, and winning by a large margin in time better than anyone except 
the retired Henry Laskau. 

200 METER LOW HURDLES: Main casualty of the heats, which qualified 
12 to the semi-finals, was Rex Stucker of Kansas State. Stucker, who had hit 
seven hurdles in his heat of the highs, took a hard spill in the middle of the 
curve and was out. The first heat of the semi-finals was undoubtedly the 
fastest heat of all time. Hayes Jones won in 22.9, closely followed by a 
wide-shouldered, flat-topped high school boy in blue, Rex Cawley. Spike 
Arlt ran 23, 2 in third place. 

Cawley drew the sharp-curved inside lane for the final, with Arlt in 2, 
Elias Gilbert in 3, Tidwell in 4, Jones in 5, and Willie May in 6. Running in 
the rain, Tidwell was off fast and gained around the curve on the inexperienced 
Jones. But Jones, a yard and a half back into the stretch, almost caught the 
great Kansan, losing by less than half a foot in world record time of 22. 6. 
Four yards back, running like some kind of demon, was Cawley, beating out 
Gilbert for the third spot. 

HOP-STEP-JUMP: Like several other events, this was the best field of 
Americans ever assembled. Olympic veteran Ira Davis, the defending champ, 
had his hands full. Herm Stokes, who had jumped 53'6" from point of take-off 
behind the board and who expected to do that distance officially, took an early 
lead at 50°23" but injured his leg. Davis came back on his third jump for 50'63”. 
Olympic placer Bill Sharpe missed 50' by one inch (some jumpers complained 
that the runway was crowned too high, causing them to lose balance), to make 
the Pan-American team. Six men cleared 49", John Kelly, 4th last year, 
suffered from a bad back. 

STEEPLECHASE: By far the weakest event in the meet, this became 
even weaker when Deacon Jones suffered one of his mysterious attacks of 
slowitis. Jones, as usual, followed Phil Coleman's steady 75 pace, but after 
five laps he suddenly let go and lost contact. At six laps he had 15 yards on 
surprising George Young of Arizona, but Young went 8 yards ahead with a lap 
to go. Jones came back, battling for a place in the meet against Russia, and 
led into the stretch. Young came up on his shoulder, Jones stumbled at the 
last hurdle, and Young was on the team. 

Casualties were heavy. Dave Martin of Michigan fell after two laps. 

Hal Higdon, favored for third place, suffered mightily and finally gave up 
before running a mile. NCAA runner-up Sam Holt dropped out a lap later. 

But the worst almost happened to Ike Matza. He nose dived into the first water 
jump, staggered to his feet and barely avoided being crushed beneath the 
overly-large field of water-jumpers. After the others had gone on, Matza 
was on his knees in the water, desperately searching for his glasses, As the 
field pounded down on him again, less than 75 yards away, he finally found his 
specs, and a mighty cheer rose from the sympathetic crowd. 

JAVELIN: Rain made the runway so soft and sloppy that little could be 
expected from the javelin throwers. World record breaker Al Cantello failed 
to score with his first two throws and his third barely got the point down in 
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time. But the throw was 246'9", and in the rain that was good enough to win. 
No one had been able to improve in the finals (after the rain started). Phil 
Conley, Olympic veteran, was in third place, more than two feet behind 
Buster Quist's 238'2". Just before his last throw he said, "I have to make the 
Russian meet, " and he gave it as much of a try as any champion. The point of 
his javelin first hit the turf beyond Quist's mark, but the judges (competent 
track coaches George Eastment and Bob Giegengack) both called it flat. It 
could have been called either way, so close was it, because the grass was 
inches long, making it impossible to judge fairly. 

800 METERS: With three heats qualifying 3 each to the final, some 
fast times failed to qualify. Chick King ran 1:51.3, barely missing out in the 
first heat. Jarrell Edwards ran 1:50.5 in the second, and Lew Merriman ran 
1:50. 1 in the third. 

Running the final in lanes around the first curve, local boy Mike Peake 
led after the break to the pole, with Mel Spence next, and Cunliffe third. 
Ernie Cunliffe, who likes to lead, led into the stretch, clocking a sensational 
50.8 for 400 meters. He was followed by Peake, Spence, Tom Murphy, Tom 
Carroll, Jerome Walters, Ron Gregory, George Katterman, and Bob Ringo. 
On the bacstretch, Murphy and Walters went past Peake and gained on Cunliffe. 
Around the last curve, the veteran indoor runner, Murphy, was on Cunliffe's 
heels, Olympian Waters was striving to pass Murphy, but he could not make 
it. Peake was fourth and fading. 

The home stretch provided two battles. Walters made a run at Murphy, 
but the powerful New Yorker beat him off and pulled away at the end. The 
fight for third place and a spot on the Pan-American team was a scorcher, 
with five men finishing not much more than two yards apart. Cunliffe 
struggled to hold his form and his speed, but the pack bore down on him, At 
one point or another in the long home stretch it appeared that any one of the 
five could be third, but Cunliffe hung on. 

POLE VAULT: The greatest mass vaulting of all time saw 19 men over 
14'3", 7 over 14°9", 5 over 15", and 4 over 15'3", even though rain fell while 
they vaulted from 14'9" to 153". 

Four men cleared 15'3" and nobody seemed to know which one was in 
the lead, based on the newly adopted international rules. The judges were too 
busy to inform them, and the vaulters were confused, because Jim Graham 
had fewest misses, but he had missed once at 15'3", while Ron Morris and 
Don Bragg had cleared on their first attempts. Morris, the defending champ 
who had been injured most of the season, would have won again except for a 
bit of carelessness. He cleared 15 feet on his first attempt but failed to push 
his pole away and it knocked the bar off. He finally cleared it on his third 
trial, but those two misses were what put him behind Bragg instead of ahead 
of him for the championship. Bragg went up to judge Jim Lyons after the event 
and asked, "Did I win?" Assured that he had, Bragg said, "Then why don't 
you congratulate me?", grinning like a kid. 

200 METERS: Ed Collymore, who sat out the NCAA meet so as to be 
able to make the team, was eliminated in the first heat, running far back of 
Willie Williams, the San Jose freshman. 

Dee Givens was off fast in the final, and, running in the lane outside 
Ray Norton's fourth lane, led the NCAA champ into the home stretch, But 
Norton, after looking over at teammate Poynter and hollering, "Come on, 
Bobby", let go his second stage rocket and blasted away from the pack. 
Poynter went past Givens, as did Vance Robinson and two others. Poynter, 
who said he was tired from all those heats, faded to fifth as Les Carney 
closed strongly to make the Pan-American team behind Norton and Robinson. 
Mel Barnwell jogged across 10 or 12 yards behind. Poynter, in 5th place, 
had placed in all four sprints in the NCAA and AAU.

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Houston Is Frosh Champ 


Freshmen of the University of Houston won the 2d annual National 
Freshman Championships, barely outscoring San Jose 60 1/5 to 59 2/3, 
Southern California frosh were again third, with 46, and Oregon finished 4th 
with 32 points. 

All of Houston's points were scored by their Australians, except for 
one field event man. As was the case last year, some of the events had 
few entries, but the number of athletes in the "Olympic" events is increasing. 
Biggest drawback to a truly national championship is the fact that many 
colleges fail to enter their good men. 

The dual meet competition was a smashing victory for San Jose, who 
scored 76 points in the championship meet against Oklahoma,

The world discus record came back to Europe, after a 10-year 
tenure by America's Fortune Gordiene The new mark -- 59.91 meters 
(196'6"1/2) -- was established by 23-year-old Edmund Pigtkowski of 
Poland in the Kusocinski Memorial Meet at Warsaw, June 14. This 
was quick response to America's uncourteous gesture in wresting the 
world javelin record from Europe exactly 9 days earlier. 
The season is underway in all European countries, so it may be 
interesting to cast a glance at the best marks to date in the 
various events: (ER=European record; WR=World record)

Livio Berruti, Italy's 20-year-old sprint hope, produced a 
fine 20.7 for 200 meters at Milan, June 7- This was on the famous 
Arena 500-meter track (where Harbig ran against Lanzi in 1939) and 
Berruti, in fourth lane, negotiated only half a turne Only two 
Europeans have ever run faster: Germar and Mitterer, whose marks 
of 20.4 and 20.6 were posted on an even easier course, namely at 
Cologne (best "full turn" mark by a European is Germar's 20.6, 
1958). Watches on Berruti read 20.7, 20.7 and 20.8. It was a 
perfect, windless afternoon, and the runner-up, Sardi, tied the 
Italian Junior record at 2le3«6 Exactly a week later at Warsaw, 
young Berruti was pitted against the best sprinters from Eastern 
Europe, this time on a 400-meter track. He won in 20.9 (also 
under his pre-Milan best, 21.1) from Mihail Bachvarov, 21.0 (new 
Bulgarian record), Mandlfk of Czechoslovakia, 21.1, Foik of 
Poland, 21.2, and Konovalov of USSR, 21.3. Leonid Bartenyev, also 
of USSR, won the B race in 2lel. Marian Foik had previously 
lowered the Polish record to 20.9 in a heate Berruti ran another 
good race at Berlin, June 21, this time against the German duo 
Hary-Lauer. Bucking an adverse wind, Hary won over 100 meters in 
10.4, from Lauer and Berruti, 10.5 bothe The Suropean champ, 
having sustained a slight injury, did not compete in the 200, 
which went to Berruti easily (21.1). Vilém Mandlfk tied his Czech 
200m record (20.8) at Prague, June 20, this time on a 400-meter 
tracke In doing so he extended his countryman Vaclav Kynos to 21 
flat. Bachvarov of Bulgaria was third (21.2). 

The Yugoslav 200-meter record was bettered by half a second 
in one stroke as Srdjan Savi¢é ran 21.2 at Belgrade, June 7+ David 
Jones, the new British star, ran a windy 21.3 (220y) at Chiswick, 
June 13, beating Dave Segal (21.4). 

The two latest 10.3's were turned in by Armin Hary (Cologne, 
June 14) and Leonid Bartenyev (Budapest, June 20). The latter 
ties the USSR 100 meter record. Even though he is Russia's most 
reliable sprinter, Bartenyev had done no better than 11.4 a week 
earlier at Warsaw (June 13). This race, held in rainy weather, 
saw Bachvarov of Bulgafia first in 10.5, followed by Foik (10.5) 
and Delecour (10.6). On the second day of the meet, Delecour 
made his widely publicized 400 meter debut: four watches caught 
him in 52 flat! This was in a heat, and he finished last. 

Peter Radford set a new British 100 yard record of 9-5 in the 
Staffordshire County Championships at Wolverhampton, May 30. He 
pulled a muscle in the 220 and was out for 3 weeks. On June 20 at 
Mansfield he came back with a wind-aided 9.7. Manfred Germar 
may show glimpses of his old form soon: on June 20 at Hanover he 
more than held his own against Hary, helping ASV Koln to win 
a 4x100m relay in 40.6 (Hary's team, Bayer O04 Leverkusen, did 40.8). 

There are quite a few men at 10.4 in the 100 meters, but they 
still have to show similar prowess in important meets. 

Little worthy of note in the 400 meters. 20-year-old Burkhard 
Quantz of Germany ran 47.3 at Hanover, June 20, beating Peter 
Adam (47.5). Ted Sampson beat Chris Lindsay (a brother of the Okla- 
homa shot/discus star Mike Lindsay) by inches in a 47.7 quarter at 
London, June 20. Josef Trousil of Czechoslovakia, whose 46.6 of 
1956 looked very much like a flash in the pan (he did it in finish- 
ing a close second to K-F.Haas), ran 47.3 at Prague, May 31 --his 
second best ever! 

Middle Distances: 13TH MAN IS TIMED IN 3:47.3! 


Siegfried Valentin continues to hit the headlines. Here are 
details of his 3:56-5 mile of May 28 at Potsdam. His intermediate 
times were: 28.5 (200m), 58.8 (400m), 1:28.24 (600m), 1:59-7 (800m), 
2:30.0 (1,000m), 2:59.6 (1,200m) and 3:40.7 (1,500m). His 440y 
fractions can be estimated thus: 59.1, 61-3, 603, 5568. He took 





over after 950 meters, so he was directly responsible for the faster 
part of the race. Hans Grodotzki was second in 4:02.9 (1,500m 
3:46.4), Friedrich Janke third in 4:05.6 (3:47.4) and Hermann Buhl 
fourth in 4:09.6 (3:52.06). 

A record attempt over 1,000 meters at Dresden, June 3, resulted 
in a gallant failure as Valentin was timed in 2:18.6--half-a-second 
off Waern's world mark. The German ace passed the 800 meter mark in 
1:49.2, definitely too fast. And he needed 29.4 to negotiate the 
last 200 meters. He beat his own German record thoughe KeH-Kruse was 
second in 2:21.4. 

The greatest display of East Germany's talent in the middle 
distances occurred at Erfurt on June 6. Running on a fast 500-meter 
track, all competitors in the race improved on their previous best 
marks! The pace in the first two laps was relatively slow, and this 
was no doubt a contributing factor for the mass improvement. Valen- 
tin took the lead in the last lap, and was vainly chased by strong 
Siegfried Herrmann. Intermediate times: 58.0 (Kruse, 400m), 1:55.5 
(Kruse, 800m), 2:29.0 (Kruse, 1,000m). Here is the summary of that 
historical race:

At Potsdam, June 18, Valentin missed Harbig's 800 meter 
record by 1 second with a fine 1:47.6, extending the runner-up, 
Rolf Meinelt, to 1:48.3. Valentin suffered his second defeat of 
the season in peculiar circumstances at Schwerin, June 2l. This 
was in an 800 meter race won by Kruse in 1:50.8. Valentin fell 
at the start and was never in the hunt: he finished eighth. 

This man, who in less than two months has risen to the stature 
of the All Time Greats, was born at Wallwitz near Dessau on 
February 23 (not 14!), 1936. He became nationally prominent in 1954, 
while a member of "Stahl Stalinstadt", with times of 2:30.4 
(1,000m) and 8:58.2 (3,000m), which stamped him as East Germany's 
outstanding Junior.

Olavi Salonen ran 3:42.9 at Turku, June 12, beating Vuorisalo 
(3245.8). 

Fastest mile mark by a Briton so far this season is still 
Tbbotson's 4:04.6 (May 16). Brian Hewson ran 4:05.8 at Darlington, 
June 22. 

Dan Waern sustained an injury in mid-June and may be out for 
several weeks. 


GRODOTZKI BEATS ZIMNY, IBBOTSON, HERRMANN IN GREAT 3,000m 





As per tradition, the 3,000 meters of the Kusocinski Memorial 
Meet (June 14) was a fantastic races Poland's Kazimierz Zimny 
provided the fireworks for most of the distance, refusing to let 
Ibbotson and Herrmann take overe In the final stage, however, one 
man was able to rise to the challenge: East Germany's Hans Grodo- 
tzkie The hectic duel that followed was won, as often in the past, 
by the man who had come from behind, in this case Grodotzki. The 
Pole tried to leap at the tape, but this was to no avail: he lost 
by a narrow but clear margin. Here is how they finished in this 
fabulous race:

A rather sensational 2-mile mark occurred at Middlesborough on 
June 15. John Anderson, whose previous best was 8:56.0, was timed in 
8:40.0 for a surprising victory over Stan Eldon (8:40.6). According 
to an authoritative British source, however, Anderson's mark should 
be taken with reserve, at least for the momente It is suspected that 
he was given a 32-yards starte Ibbotson had previously beaten Eldon 
at Brighton, 2 June --8:47.4 to 8:48.4. Third in this race was 
Martin Hyman (8:50.0). 

Ibbotson has the year's fastest 3 mile time in Europe: 13:32.8 
in a handicap race at Darlington, June 22. Old Fred Norris was sec- 
ond in 13:36.2 --great running for a 38-year-old warrior! Two days 
earlier in London, Kevin Gilligan had done 13:35.2, winning from 
Hyman (13:38.8). Stan Eldon, one of Britain's most indefatigable 
runners, did 13:35.6 at Reading, May 30, on which occasion he also 
indulged in a 9:352 steeplechase! Britain already has 7 men in the 
sub-13:40 bracket. 

Long Distances: HUTTUNEN IS FIRST FINN UNDER 14 MINS. 


Kuts' 5,000m record (13:35.0) remained unapproached during 1958, 
but from the looks of things it should be under close range fire 
later this year. There are 6 men already under 14 minutes. Most 
interesting is the new Finnish record: 13:51.8 by Matti Huttunen at 
Helsinki, June 23. Previous record holder was Olavi Vuorisalo (14: 
01.6). Huttunen's mark also eclipses Hagg's Nordic record of 
13:58.2. The Finn curiously shares Valentin's birthday (Feb.23) but 
is 6 years older than the German, hence 29. Prior to 1959 he had 
best marks of 3:44.4, 8:08.8 and 14:07.4. Second in the Helsinki 
race was Reijo Hoéykinpuro in 13:52.6. Hans Grodotzki, the 23-year- 
old German, ran 13:54.4 at Dresden, June 3. His countryman Fried- 
rich Janke, holder of the German record, did 13:59.8 at Potsdam, 
June 18. Others under 14 are Jurek of Czechoslovakia, 13:59.0 at 
Prague, June 19, and Ozdg of Poland, 13:59.2 at Rzeszdéw, May 31: 
the latter was a peculiar case, since the actual race was over 
3,000 meters; after completing this in 8:25.0, Ozdédg elected to 
go on for two more kilometers and thus turned what was for him 
an ordinary effort into a truly noteworthy performance --4 tenths 
under his previous best! 

Still nothing "serious" in the 10,000 meters. Yevgeniy Zhukov 
of USSR has the fastest time --29:46.0. This was at Leningrad in 
mid-June and Zhukov won from Vorobyev, 29:53.0 and marathon ace 
Sergey Popov, 30:10.8. As regards.Popov, he had done something 
great for a marathoner in an earlier meet at Leningrad. 


MARATHONER RUNS 1,500 IN 3:52.1

Asian marathon champion Sergey Popov ran the 1,500 meters against

Miklés Szabé II ran 10,000 meters in 29:56.0 at Budapest, May 24 
beating Pinter, who in his first ever try at the distance clocked 
29:57.6 (well under the U.S. record). 

Best non-Russian mark in the steeplechase is Gerhart Hecker's 
8:44.8 at Budapest, June 21. The Hungarian won from Ukrainians Grigo- 
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riy Taran, 8:45.0, and Gennadiy Ryepin, 8:48.0. Bohumir Zhanal beat 
Vlastimil Brlica at Prague, June 20, 8:49.4 to 8:51.4. 


LAUER 13-7 


Spectators at the Berlin meet of June 21 were looking forward 
to seeing Lauer tie Jack Davis' world record for 110 meter hurdles 
(13.4). Running on the famous Olympic stadium surface , Lauer for 
once had a bad start, hit the first four hurdles and began to look 
like his real self only mid-way in the race. He won in 13-7 from 
20-year-old Giorgio Mazza of Italy, whose 14.2 was a new national 
record, Lorger of Yugoslavia (14.3) and Pensberger of Germany 
(14.4). The wind was officially said to be 1.6 m/s, favorable, but 
some eyewitnesses said it was blowing in a slanting direction and 
certainly did not help the runners. 

Yevgeniy Mikhailov ran his second 13.9 of the year at Leningrad 
on June 10. Nikolay Berezutskiy improved to 14.2 in the same meet. 
Nikolay Batrukh of USSR and Walter Pensberger of Germany have 14.3 
clockings. 

Yuriy Lituyev continued to add to his collection of sub-52 
marks in the 400 meter hurdles with 51.5 at Moscow, June 14. Moreno 
Martini of Italy equaled Filiput's national record at Pisa, June 2l, 
with 51.6. Germano Gimelli was second in 51.9« Martini's mark 
(two watches 51.6, one watch 51.5) was around two turns, hence 
superior in merit to Filiput's clocking, which was posted on the 
Milan 500-meter track in 1950, enroute to his world record 440y

Jumps: KASHKAROV 6'10"5/8; GARIN 14'11"1/4 


Igor Kashkarov is now Russia's no.l high jumper, exactly as he 
was in the 1956 Olympic season. He raised his best for the year to 
2.10 (6'10"5/8) at Moscow, June 14. European champion Rickerd Dahl 
has resumed the role he always had vis-a-vis Stig Pettersson, 
namely that of an underdog. Yet he rose to the occasion in a meet 
of national importance which was on the Swedish TV program: at Li- 
dingo, June 8, Dahl went 2.08 (6'9"'7/8), his second best ever, 
and beat Pettersson, 2.05 (6'8"3/4) and Theo Plill of Germany, also 
2.05 Otherwise it was "Stickan" all the way: typical, for example, 
the outcome of 3 meets held on consecutive days, June 19 to 2l, 
with Pettersson always first at 2.05 (6'8"3/4) and Dahl always 
second at 2.00 (6'6"3/4). Pettersson also cleared 2.08 (6'9"'7/8) 
at Osby, May 31, on which occasion he barely missed at 2.13 
(6'11"7/8). 

Eero Salminen of Finland cleared 2.07 (6'9"1/2) on June 20. 
Sweden has a very promising jumper in Kjell-Ake Nilsson, a 17- 
year-old boy who went 2.01 (6'7"1/8) at Charlottenberg, June 14. 
He is the fourth Nilsson in the 2-meter class, after Bengt I & II, 
and Egone 

Igor Garin of USSR, 21, created a sensation at Odessa, May 
24, by vaulting 4.55 (14'11"1/4), second best ever by a Russian. 
He was until last year a 4.30 (14'1"1/4) man. In the Odessa meet 
he had a "good" but unsuccessful attempt at 4.65 (15'3"). It was 
revealed that he had done 4.40 (14'5"1/4) a week earlier. Ina 
later meet, June 8 at Kiev, he could not go higher than 4.30 
(14'1"1/4), a height cleared also by 39-year-old Denisenko 
(Pyotrenko won at 4.40, 14'5''1/4). 

Back to Finland, Eeles Landstrém did 4.50 (14'9"1/4) in three 
meets, but repeatedly failed in his attempts to go over 15's Two 
national records, both of 4.42 (14'6"), were set by Roman Lesek 
of Yugoslavia and Dimiter Khlebarov of Bulgaria. Young Zdenek 
Brejcha brought the Czech mark to 4.40 (14'5"'1/4), 

Igor Ter-Ovanesyan had another great day at the Kusocinski 
Memorial Meet (June 14). His series was easily the best ever by 
a European: 7675 (25'5"1/4) —~ foul - foul ~ 8.00 (26'3") ~ 7.99 
(26'2"1/2) = 7.91 (25'11"1/2). This last was his best legitimate 
mark though, because the two longer ones were favored by a wind 
over the limit. We have finally obtained his series of May 16 
in Moscow, when "Ter" jumped 8.01 (26'3"3/8). On that occasion 
he had only two valid jumps, the other being 7236 (24'1"3/4). It 
was raining, and he was apparently content with his record jump, 
which came on the second try. Furthermore, it was revealed that 
on this jump he stamped his hands on the sand way behind his feet. 
Judging from the point where his feet landed, the actual jump 
must have been no less than 8.10 (26'7"). The Warsaw event of 
June 14 was of very high caliber: 2.Grabowski (Poland) 7.80 
(25'7"), 3.Valkama (Finland) 7.80 (25'7"'), 4.Kropidlowski 7.62 
(25'), 5eFranczak (Poland) 7.61 (24'11"3/4), 6.Bravi (Italy) 

7057 (24'10"). There was a wind blowing though, and particularly 
Valkama's jump was not acceptable as a Finnish record. 

Ter~Ovanesyan had a fine mark at Budapest too, in the Hungary 
vs Ukraine meet (June 21): 7.92 (25'11"3/4). Valkama jumped 7.63 
(25' "1/2) at Prague, June 19, leaving Oleg Fyedoseyev well 
behind (7449 or 24'7"),

Same as Jesse Owens on his Day of Days, 
Szécsényi showed up at Gyor with an injured backe Notwithstanding 
this handicap, he produced the following series: 57.62 (189' "1/2)- 
57-03 (187'1"1/4) - foul - 55.36 (181'7"1/2) ~ 58.33 (191'4"1/2) 
passed 6th trial. Veteran Klics was second at 53.00 (173'10"1/2). 

Szécsényi had thus stolen the European record from his arch 
rival Piatkowskie The two were scheduled to meet in the Kusocinski 
Meet at Warsaw, June 14, but Szécsényi, still suffering from his 
injury, did not make the tripe The European champ from Poland was 
there though, and he chose the occasion for his greatest ever 
performance. After initial throws of 52617 (171'2") and 54.64

Yang Wins Decathlon 


Kingsburg, Calif., June 26 & 27-- C. K. Yang, a 25-year-old Chinese 
Nationalist veteran, edged Dave Edstrom for the National AAU title in the most 
closely contested high scoring battle in decathlon history. The margin was a 
mere five points , 7549 to 7544. 

Although a UCLA student, Yang will compete for China in the next Olym- 
pics as he did in the last Games where he placed eighth. Edstrom, the Oregon 
junior, thus qualified for the U.S. team which meets Russia, along with Rafer 
Johnson who fidgeted in his hometown stands, kept from defending his title by a 
bad back, Should he fail to regain condition prior to the Russian meet the spot 
on the U.S, team will go to third place finisher Mike Herman of NYU. 

Yang (this is the Americanized version of the proper Yang Chuan-Kwang) 
and Edstrom battled from beginning to end with only 20 points separating them 
at the end of six events. Yang was faster by a 10th in the opening 100 meters 
(10.6 to 10.7), and picked up ahalf inch in the broad jump with 23'11}", thus 
taking a slight 53 point lead. Edstrom, whose sixth place all-time ranking is 
one place higher than Yang's, put the shot 46'103" to 44'5g and moved into a 
20 point advantage, 

Both well experienced competitors high jumped 5'10" and ran the 400 in 
50.1 to retain the 20 point differential with Edstrom leading 4287 to 4267 at the 
end of the first day. At this stage only Mike Herman remained in contention, 
having scored 4111 points, 

Starting the final five events the two leaders scored their third consecu- 
tive tie with 14.5 in the high hurdles, In the discus Edstrom upped his lead to 
169 points on the basis of 141'10" to 124'6". And on the basis of past perfor- 
mances the future looked good for Edstrom in the remaining three events. But 
the tide turned suddenly in the pole vault, Edstrom went out with a slightly 
sub-par 12'6? while Yang went up and up and up, finally clearing a fine 14'23". 
This gave last year's runner-up the lead with 107 points to spare. Throwing 
the javelin 195'3" to 186'3" for Edstrom, Yang now led by 166 points and it 
looked all but over. 

Edstrom ground through the final 1500 meter event in 4:59, 8 but Yang, 
who has run as low as 4:51, was bothered by a tight leg and plodded home in 
only 5:27,8. His run picked up a mere 102 points but it was enough, with four 
points to spare, 

The new champion came to the U.S. last year to compete in the nationals 
where he scored a brilliant 7625, He was assigned to spend some time here on 
the decathlon and eventually wound up as an extension division student at UCLA. 
The 6'2", 177 lb, champ will be eligible for the UCLA varsity next spring and 
will specialize in the hurdles and broad jump, "But I think I'll take up the pole 
vault too" he said after setting the new free China record, 

Fourth place went to an off form Phil Mulkey of Memphis while Dick 
Wotruba of Worcester, Mass. passed two men in the 1500 to take fifth. Sixth 
place winner was Paul Herman, a surprise talent from Reseda, Calif., H.S. 
He barely edged, 6082 to 6059, recently graduated Dixon Farmer of Miramonte, 
Calif., H.S. who passed three men with his event leading 4:25. 8 in the 1500,

I believe there is need for a change in the rule which states, ''No throw 
shall be counted in which the point of the javelin does not strike the ground 
before any part of the shaft..."". Such a rule means that many good throws 
are wasted, as if the thrower did not throw at all, or fouled. It means that 
if world record breaker Al Cantello had throwa three flat instead of two, he 
would have been beaten by the man who threw only 170 feet at Boulder. I 
don't think that is fair, I think that rule detracts from the sport. I think the 
game is to see who can throw the javelin the farthest, not who can throw it 
the farthest, point first. After all, the rules don't require the discus to land 
front edge first, or flat, or on one side, or any other ridiculous way. It seems 
to me this rule is like requiring the winner of the marathon to cross the line in 
a certain style, with his knees flashing high instead of wobbling, and his nose 
pointed rigidly forward. Ridiculous, isn't it? 

The present rule is not only ridiculous and unfair to the throwers (who 
cannot make present-day javelins stick at will), it is hard on the judges. Any 
intelligent official knows some javelin landings could be called either way. 
(Certainly, Phil Conley's last throw in the AAU, landing in two-inch grass, 
could not be called absolutely, even with the best possible slow motion camera 
right on it.) It is not right to allow such an indefinite situation to exist, for 
championships and records hang in the balance. I plead for reconsideration of 
this unsound, unreasonable rule. Why not measure the javelin throw at the 
shortest point where it touches? Any distance is better than none. 

ANOTHER LETTER TO TEX MAULE: Doggone it, Tex, you aren't 
playing fair. Your recent report of the AAU meet ended with the statement 
that the West had won 15 places out of 35. You ignored the fact that two west- 
erners made the team twice each, I maintain that the West, with doublers 
Norton and O'Brien, should receive credit for two more places than you credit. 
And, Tex, one of us can't count. I counted two more westerners than you did, 
making a total of 19 from the West, 18 from the rest. In addition, Bob Soth, 
who started around Chicago and went to Drake, did nothing of note until he had 
trained in California, and he says, "I think I should be counted with the West." 
This would make the count 20 to 17, a clear-cut victory for the chauvinistic 
West. 

PROGNOSTICATORS CLUB. The annual contest to predict winners of the 
NCAA and AAU meets went, in smashing victories, to Ray Johnson, Jr., of 
Santa Rosa, California. Johnson picked 133 in the NCAA and 14 in the AAU. 

FOR THE FIRST TIME IN HISTORY a single hurdler placed in all three 
AAU hurdle events, and the man who did it is only a high school boy. Warren 
(Rex) Cawley, not quite 19 years old, placed 5th in the highs, 6th in the 400 
meter hurdles, and 3d in the lows. He has best times of 14.1, 23 flat around 
a curve, and 51.3. (His 23 flat is a junior record around a curve; in fact, 
only about four runners have ever bettered 23 flat.) In the high school hurdles 
he has run 13,9 and 18.9, plus 13.6 and 18.3 with wind, and he once tried the 
sprints, doing 9.7 and 21.2. His leg speed is phenomenal, he apparently has 
endurance and the will to use it, and he is remarkably agile over the hurdles. 
In my opinion he will become the greatest three-event hurdler of all time, and, 
if he works at it, he can be the greatest in all three! He can do what Eddie 
Southern decided not to do. The next step in Cawley's career will be a 
European tour, late in July, and he says he will be disappointed if he does not 
run under 14 seconds for the highs.

OF PEOPLE AND THINGS 

For the past several months we have heard that certain coaches have 
been going to considerable effort to spread the word that Track & Field News 
"is having a hard time getting tickets for its Olympic tour". It would be 
more pleasant to ignore the statements, but since they are untruths and 
apparently maliciously deliberate, they can't be ignored. The facts are 
these: nobody in the world has Olympic tickets yet; they have not been prin- 
ted and will not be printed or distributed until early 1960. Anyone who 
claims they have Olympic tickets, or who claims to have tickets promised 
in a certain location, simply is not telling the truth. Tickets will be sold to 
all who have confirmed sleeping accommodations in Rome and the Track & 
Field News tour has ample hotel beds, not only confirmed but paid for in 
full. The rumor spreaders know these facts, for they are involved in an Olym- 
pic tour and this, along with the fact that these people were supposedly friends 
of T&FN, is what makes this such a disagreeable, if necessary, topic. 

A most amazing statistic is the 19,156 spectators who attended the Van- 
couver, B.C., city high school track and field championships. 

Great Britain has a new standards scheme which might be of interest to 
the U.S. Athletes are divided into three groups: Youths, 15 and 16 years; 
junior, 17 and 18; and seniors, 19 and over. Within each division there are 
three grades of achievement per event. Each athlete achieving such a mark 
in certain recognized meets receives a certificate from the AAA and the right 
to buy an AAA standard badge. Such a scheme gives recognition for per- 
formance (as opposed to victories), provides an incentive for improvement, 
and lets the world know the class you are in.
